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School Costs Are 
Still On the Rise 


The State Department of Education 
has adopted a record budget of 128 mil- 
lion dollars for the next school year. It 
adds up to about seven million dollars 
more than previously approved expendi- 
tures and is 24 million more than the 
operating budget of two years ago. 

The extra money, of course, is needed. 
It includes funds for 1,000 additional 
teachers needed for an anticipated 30,000 
increased enrollment; for school build- 
ing allotments, hardship funds and gen- 
erally increased costs all along the line 
for the extra students. 

It also includes an increase of one 
million for transportation, running the 
total cost of this item up to $11,005,000. 

Looking further ahead, education costs 
in the state are expected to rise annually 
for at least the next six years. Compared 
with the nation, the jump will parallel 
that of most states. Educators predict 
that school costs will more than double 
within a decade. They already are one 
of the biggest single items of government 
cost. 

Georgians are proud, of course, that 
funds are available to more nearly meet 
the needs of education in the state than 
ever before. The investment in schools 
is an investment in the future of our 
economy as well as in the social well- 
being of our citizens and our communi- 
ties. 

It should be pointed out over and over, 
however, that if the state is to meet 
its total school needs, raise teacher sal- 
aries and carry the normal load of 
growth, every possible economy must be 
practiced. 

It is no secret, for instance, that trans- 
portation costs are out of line. Economies 
amounting to several million dollars are 
possible in transportation if the state will 
take the steps to bring them about. It is 
only necessary to compare costs in coun- 
ties which have county-owned buses with 
those who contract with private owners 
to prove this point. The latter’s costs 
are about double that of county-owned 
systems. 

There aré many inequities which still 
exists The Minimum Foundation Program 
still is not financed on a current basis. 

’There is still a wide spread between 
counties in equitable participation locally 
in school costs. 

The new budget means that the state 
can meet its minimum growth require- 
ments next year even with the inequi- 
ties. It’s time, however, to give more 
serious thought to the latter in planning 
to meet the long-range education chal- 
lenge. 
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Women’s Groups Asked 
To Study Our Prisons 


A plea that Georgia’s prison system 
and the theory and practice of rehabilita- 
tion be studied by women’s clubs has 
been made by The Spokesman. 

The Spokesman is an excellent little 
magazine edited and published by the in- 
mates of Georgia’s state prison in Tatt- 
nall County. The prison has an average 
population in excess of 4,000 and why 
these people came to be there and the di- 
rection of their future is a matter given 
considerable thought by The Spokes- 
man’s staff. 

“We have a rather wide acquaintance 
with the male population of this institu- 
tion, and we do not believe that the moth- 
ers of any of the men here would be satis- 
fied with the prospects that exist for 
their rehabilitation and their reabsorption 
into society upon release—provided, that 
is, that these mothers fully understood 
such matters,” wrote the editor in the 
last issue. 

‘“‘Moreover, we suspect that if all the 
mothers in the United States realized how 
much the welfare of their children de- 
pends on the proper management of legal 
and penal institutions, they would make 
a strenuous effort to learn more about 
what is now being done in this particu- 
lar area of our social life. . 

“Why, we should like to know, are 
not the problems of penology made the 
subject of more study programs:in wom- 
en’s clubs? We should like to ‘see the 
studious ladies také up such studies more 
seriously and try to make practical ap- 
plications of what they learn.” 

The Spokesman’s editor knows as well 
as anyone that the average citizen out- 
side regards prisons in the same manner 
he or she regards unexplored jungles. 
They are there and probably full of un- 
mentionable dangers and nameless ter- 
rors and if we don’t think about them 
they might go away. 

But they don’t go away. They grow 
bigger and more terrible each year. The 
subject is shunned by society as “not 
nice” and because of this failure to face 
unpleasant facts, crime increases, prisons 
expand and society progressively suffers. 

The combined power of the women’s 
clubs and study groups of Georgia is for- 
midable indeed. If they simultaneously 
turned their attention to the study of 
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penology it would do more good than all 
the legislative committees appointed to 
study the same subject by all the Gen- 
eral Assemblies in-history. 

People go to jail and people come out. 
What caused them to be sent there and 
what they do on release is something too 
few know much about.

Two Governments Merge 
In A Logical Marriage 


In these times of increasing costs and 
mounting overhead, mergers are the order 
of the day. Combining resources and man- 
agement has kept many businesses alive 
and prospering which otherwise might 
have gone on the rocks. 

The same reasoning applies to schools. 
One consolidation follows another in the 
interest of better schools and possibly no 
new taxes, though an occasional spec- 
tacular holdout mars this pretty picture. 

The merger of governments is quite 
rare, though, sensible as it may be. For 
that reason we take particular pleasure 
in congratulating the citizens of Belton 
and Lula on combining their adjoining 
communities. 

Following a vote last April, the two 
towns became as one, uniting under the 
name of Lula. One set of officials gov- 
erns where two once were needed. Pre- 
sumably everyone concerned will get 
better service for less money. 

Government is an expensive neces- 
sity. It may be that we have too much 
government. It is a certain fact that we 
have too many of them. The Lula-Belton 
merger may be the beginning of a trend, 
for nobody, and that includes the patient 
taxpayer, wants to pay for more than 
he gets.

Ike’s Illness Transcends 
Mere Partisan Politics 


The country is pleased, of course, with 
President Eisenhower’s progress follow- 
ing his major operation. They hope for 
his speedy and complete recovery. 

But there are other sides to the 
optimistic picture—sides which the GOP 
would like to forget and which it hopes 
the country will overlook. 

Fact No. 1 is that, the President's ail- 
ment, ileitis, may or may not have been 
checked by his operation. Dr. Beryl B. 
Crohn, discoverer and foremost authority 
on the disease, says that in his opinion 
there “should not be any recurrence.” 
Other doctors agree. On the other hand, 
he says there is no known cure and the 
disease does recur in about 35 per cent 
of the cases. 

Fact No. 2 is that the President’s leg- 
islative program is floundering. With 
Congress rushing toward adjournment, 
much of it is in danger. The foreign aid 
bill, for instance, on which this country’s 
success in the cold war. depends, is 
especially in danger. Similar fates await 
the reciprocal trade measure and the de- 
fense budget. 

All of this adds up to an uncertainty 
that transcends mere partisan politics. 
The President of the United States occu- 
pies the most important position on earth 
—a position that is significant to every 
nation. In 1952, it will be remembered, 
most countries of the free world had to 
postpone domestic and other decisions 
until the outcome of the presidential elec- 
tion. Britain now is reported to be await- 
ing important policy decisions until Ike’s 
future is determined. 

The issue of President Eisenhower's 
health cannot be -avoided. The affection 
in which he is held by the American 
people must not shroud the all-important 
tasks of the presidency nor the magnitude 
of the office. His heart attack and his 
present illness cannot be discounted. 

The President, of course, must make 
his own decision. If it is affirmative, the 
voters must consider the risks involved 
and act accordingly.

Atlanta—Your editorial ‘‘Let’s 
Find Answer To Milk Problem”’ 
is intriguing, to say the least. 
The answer isn’t too difficult to 
find. It’s simply that this Milk 
Control Board is the too] of the 
distributors and nothing else. It 
would be interesting indeed to 
know what goes on behind the 
scenes that results in the board 
jumping every time the distrib- 
utors snap their fingers. 

Think that is exaggerated? 
Why is it that milk can be sold 
at the Army commissaries at 
retail for 17 cents a quart—the 
same brands that are sold at 26 
cents in the stores in Atlanta. 
In most cities milk can be bought 
in stores for 2 cents a quart 
less than the delivered price but 
not in Atlanta. Make ’em pay, 
says the board, acting as the 
mouthpiece for the distributors. 


In most cities the distributors 
are anxious to use paper cartons, 
as this eliminates the great in- 
vestment in bottles, crates, etc., 
and also eliminates the numer- 
ous cleaning and sterilizing oOp- 
erations as well as the machinery 
to do it. Therefore, they offer 
milk in cartons for 1 cent a 
quart less than in bottles. But 
in Georgia it’s a cent MORE a 
quart! 


By any chance did you read 
the article in Collier’s some 
months ago giving milk prices 
throughout the country? What 
more information does one need? 
And how much longer is this rob- 
bery to be endured?

First, James urges confession 
between men. Confession is good 
for the health of a man’s soul and 
it helps to bridge the gap between 
the souls of men. Doubt, distrust, 
guilt and the memory of past 
wrongs break the fellowship of 
both friend and foe. 


But all barriers fall when two 
men frankly express their confes- 
sions of past sins. 

“IT am sorry. Will you forgive 
me?’’ These are among the most 
difficult words which we can say. 
Yet few words so easily and nat- 
urally bring healthy relationships 
among humans. 

Christ taught us that we should 
forgive each other before we ap- 
proach God to ask for His forgive- 
ness. How many bitter relation- 
ships do you continue to harbor 
merely because you are too con- 
ceited, too proud or too self-satis- 
fied to say, ‘‘Forgive me’’? 

Second, James says, ‘Pray for 
one another.’”’ That is a_ logical 
second step. We're not likely to 
turn to God on behalf of another 
man with whom we have not re- 
established good will.

CHAPTER XVI 


Ours is a logical world, where men must 
have rational motives to jystify their actions. 
But the human personality, like the ancient god 
Janus, is a twin-faced entity under whose sway 
our sympathies stretch in two opposite direc- 
tions at once. Outwardly, we turn the solemn 
mien of reason and agree to base our conduct 
on the laws of cause and effect that govern 
reality. Inwardly, we wear the wild visage of 
emotion and refuse to recognize either time or 
circumstance as master. It is béeause of this 
dual dominion that our relationships to others 
in everyday life so often become hopelessly 
confused and destructive. 

Wisdom cautions us that we cannot truly 
fudge and her’s character and personality ‘until 
we have observed his behavior over an extend- 
ed period of time. Yet we never meet a strange 
person without experiencing an immediate emo- 
tional reaction that may range in _ intensity 
from casual dislike to enthusiastic admiration. 
It does not matter whether the stranger is a 
sales clerk, a candidate for Congress, or the 
new boss of the firm. We never remain neutral 
in attitude—at least in the unconscious—but in 
every case form an instant opinion based on 
our automatic emotional response. 

INITIAL REACTIONS 

These initial reactions stem largely from our 
private stronghold of emotions, where quantities 
of love and hate have been secretly stored up 
from earliest years as a supply to be used all 
through later life. Since the impatient heart of 
man cannot always wait for fortune to favor its 
cause, we Often tap this reservoir upon the 
slightest pretext and pour out love or hate with- 
Out regard for ultimate consequences. 

A chain of error and conflict may thus be set 
in motion from the very moment that people 
meet. For we rarely admit, either to others or 
to ourselves, that our judgments have been 
determined by our own secret emotional needs. 
Instead, we defer to the laws of logic and find 
plausible excuses for conduct. And it is 
always easy to do this. All people have both vir- 
tues and vices, and we need but seize upon one

or another trait to justify our conclusions about 
them. 

We magnify these traits, or invent other 
faults at will to suit our preconceived attitudes, 


until the true origin of our behavior is perman- 


ently lost to view. In the end we become hope- 
lessiy enmeshed in a web of false complications 
from which we cannot extricate ourselves ex- 
cept at the cost of bitterness and disillusion. If 
this happens in a major relationship, such as 
marriage or a busines partnership, our whole 


existence may be turned into a thing of misery 
and ruin. 
MISDIRECTION OF EMOTIONS 

In brief, it is the misdirection of our emotions, 
not the emotions themselves, that leads us 
astray in our dealings with other people. Honest 
disagreement and open conflict based on realistic 
issues are a normal part of life. They may be 
Said to have a salutary effect, for they compel 
us to resolve a problem definitely one way or 
another and thus dissipate the charged emo- 


tional attitudes that may surround it. 
The damage is done when we bury our 
honest anger, allow it to fester in secret, and 


then permit it to erupt as virulent and aimless 
hate. In this chronic form, it can attain 
the distorted expression of cruelty and injustice. 
Unchecked, its course leads inevitably to destruc- 
lion 

The first step in the correction of this basic 
psychological error clearly must be the recogni- 
tion of the concealed forces that produce it, 
Chronic hostility wears many masks. Some, 
like those of our minor prejudices and aversions, 
are only slightly twisted in the grimace they 
present to the world. It is the more deeply 
distorted m hostility that inspire the 
wearer to deeds of irreparable evil. 

These the malignant faces of religious 
bigotry, hatred of minority groups, class anta- 
gonism—all forms of misdirected hate that may 
easily lead, as in the past, to barbarous per- 
secutions and devastating wars. Where only our 
own personal relationships are involved, they 
may drive us forward upon: utterly senseless 
paths of behavior ending in ruin either to others 
or to ourselves,

An Artist 
Who Chants 


The Alabama Writers Conclave met at Alabama College ‘in 
Montevallo last week and, although it was an event extremely fn- 
teresting and altogether pleasing to some of us, I imagine the 
summer school students are relieved that the writers have gone. 

They are probably able to get their sleep this week, and for 
at least one night last week, there was little sleeping on the col- 
lege campus. I was there and most of us were up saying, “Chant, 
Judy, chant! Give us the ‘Little Jackass’ again! Do a river boat 
chant! Give us the one about the mill wheeis.’’ 


Julian Rayford, the Mobile w riter-sculptor-painter-poet, was 
the reason for the unrest on the Alabama College campus. Judy, 
as people from Mobile call him, is one of the world’s foremost 
collectors of folk songs and a premiere artist in doing the sing- 
song rhythms of working, singing Negroes. When you are with 
Judy and catch him in the mood to chant you'd be a stone fool 
not to sit up all night, if need be, to hear him chant. 


He's an astonishing person and an unsettling person. Mobile 
first became aware of Judy Rayford back in 1928 when he hitch- 
hiked from Duke University to San Antonio, Tex., to give the 
sculptor, Gutzon Borglum, some of his poems. Mr. Borglum lost 
Judv’s name and address, and after he read the poems he started 
a nationwide search for him through the wire services, describ- 
ing him as a great artist, a true poet and a man with “‘soul.”’ I 
was in high school at the time and I remember the hue and cry 
raised over Judy Rayford as ‘‘The Boy With a Soul.” 

Judy, now balding, bespectacled, and in his 40s, would like to 
forget that ‘Boy With a Soul’’ appellation now, There have been 
other things to identify him in the years—a novel called *“‘Cotton- 
mouth,’”’ some excellent poems, murals in many public buildings 
and, soon to be published, a book on Mobile's Mardi Gras and a 
collection of coastal legends and myths. 4 

I said Judy was an unsettling person, and he is. His talk at 
the Writers Conclave was not designed to make eager amateurs 
feel more comfortable. He derided the urge to show people what 
you are writing, scorned writers who don’t read the masters and 
who are ignorant of the other arts. 

“The truth is.”” he said out of a kind of cold anger, “‘the ma- 
jority of people go into writing simply to make a fast buck. There 
is no such thing as love of art. There is no willingness, and, as 
suredly, no desire to pay the price of becoming an artst. 


“I think of Gutzon Borglum, spending his last penny in Paris 
to buy a hot roasted potato so“he could put it in his pocket to keep 
warm. I think of Auguste Rodin modeling his Age of Bronze with 
such fluency, instilling such a lyricism of reality into his clay 
that people accused him of casting the whole figure from life. 
We nod our heads and say, Ah Yes! Those great men! But we look 
at the painter and sculptor in our own time and we say, Oh, no, 
1 don’t like him. I despise modern art... . This intense dislike of 
modern art will eventually bring us to a universal indifference to 
anything and everything created within our own day.’’ 


Judy spoke of ‘‘that brave little woman, Gertrude Stein,’’ who 
“ctunned and crushed’ an audience in St. Louis which came to 
laugh at ‘‘a rose is a rose is a rose’’ and stayed to marvel at a 
profound discourse on English and American literature. *‘No man 
is a fool because you disagree with his medium,’’ he said. 

But most unsettling of all, I 
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suppose, to a group of writers 
and would-be writers was his 
declaration that writing does 
not pay off, except in rare in- 
stances, is not learned at 
lege, nor practiced gadding 
about to meetings. ‘‘Art does 
not have its origin in popular- 
ity, in social gadding about, 
and certainly not in crowds,” 
he concluded. ‘‘Art comes from 
within, from the sequestered

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spirit, from isolation and lone 
liness, and from intuition.”

equally false, and in the long 
run may prove just as destruc- 
tive. 

Now it may be plausibly ar- 
gued that life itself gives us 
re- 
sentment and to seek revenge. 
After all, the world is full of 
injustice and unprovoked evil. 
There are tyrants and scoun- 
drels who do us injury through 
no fault of our own. 

But the question is not wheth- 

secret hate is justified, but 
whether it does us any good. 
Depth psychology reveals, on 
the contrary, that chronic hate 
can lead us only into fatal er- 
rors. Under its goading, we in- 
variably mistake the present 
for the past. We are not aware 
of the true motive for our ac- 
because the original cause 
has been buried in the uncon- 
scious and forgotten. 

To justify our behavior, we 
are therefore compelled to in- 
vent new causes that we pluck 
out of the air and substitute for 
We become convinced 
that our resentments are now 
due to the present evils done to 
when all the while we are 
driven forward by the forgotten 
impact of past events. 
FUTILITY OF BEHAVIOR 

The futility of such behavior 
lies in the fact that it never 
works. It fails because it at- 
temps to redress ancient wrongs 
that no longer’ exist. Uncon- 
sciously, we always know that 
this is so — and as a result 
we develop a secret sense of 


| guilt to go along with our hate. 


From this combination a new 
and vicious cycle arises. Our 
secret guilt makes us feel the 
need to punish ourselves when 
we hate falsely.

He therefore seeks 
sons in the present to support 
his hostility — and since his 
combative attitude naturally 
provokes animosity where none 
might otherwise exist, he man- 
ages to stir up real grounds for 
quarrels and reprisals. He thus 
defeats his chances of success 
and may eventually end his 
associations with a violent blow- 
up. He now has new reasons to 
justify his hostility but, in 
the process of gaining them, 
he has injured his fortunes or 
ruined his career entirely. 


HATE COMPOUNDS EVIL 

Chronic hate thus compounds 
the evil it ostensibly sets out 
to redress. This is often strik- 
ingly demonstrated by the cruel- 
ties perpetrated from one gene- 
ration to another. That may 
happen with a parent who car- 
ries into adulthood the child- 
hood jealousies once harbored 
toward his little brothers and 
sisters. When his own children 
appear, such a parent uses 
them as mistaken substitutes 
for the forgotten rivals. 

He treats them with the ex- 
cessive harshness and resent- 
ment he once had to conceal, 
until his children actually be- 
come delinquent offenders. The 
parent now has ‘‘valid’’ reason 
both to suffer from his chil- 
dren’s misdeeds and to punish 


out rea- 


them further — and _ so _ the 
sorrowful cycle of hatred, re- 
venge, and self-defeat makes 
its full turn. 

We truly walk in shrouded 
ignorance when we allow our 
accumulated hatreds to serve 


as motive power for our actions. 
Human relationships then in- 
evitably become ae grotesque 
contest in which we struggle 
with one another not as we are, 
but rather like airless phantoms 
who can never even hear, much 
less understand, what one may 
say to the other. Chronic hate 
wastes our energies, sets a 
premium upon failures and mu- 
tual destruction. Because it 
blinds us to the world’s real 
opportunities, it makes a truly 
successful life all but impos- 
sible.
